School District Refinances Bonds

A special meeting of the 
Dawson Springs Indepen¬ 
dent School District Finance 
Corp. took place Monday in 
conjunction with the regu¬ 
lar school board meeting. 
The board reconvened fol¬ 
lowing the finance meeting 
and voted to approve a reso¬ 
lution to refinance a bond is¬ 
sue dated July 1, 2006. 

According to Superin¬ 
tendent Lenny Whalen, the 
district will not see an im¬ 
mediate benefit from the 


refinancing, but it will help 
down the road. Successful 
refinancing will save $5,000 
to $6,000 a year which will be 
added to the amount the state 
will pay on future bonding. 

In other financial mat¬ 
ters, the board approved 
the February treasurer’s 
report showing a balance 
of $1,182,249.62 at the end 
of the month. The general 
fund balance of $1,107,268.54 
was down $181,031.87 from 
the same time last year, 
but treasurer Jenny Bruce 
said this is the first time in 


a while that the difference 
has been less than $200,000. 

“We are slowly, slowly 
getting better, and it’s just 
going to be a work in prog¬ 
ress,” Whalen said. 

In his superintendent’s 
report, Whalen compli¬ 
mented Joe Loney Heath 
Burden and Jordan Loney 
for their work clearing the 
campus during the recent 
snow storms. He also noted 
that Lesley and Hank Mills 
and Kevin Stockman assist¬ 
ed with the cleanup. After 
this month’s snow, Whalen 


had the school roofs cleared, 
he said, to avoid problems 
with leaking. 

The Hopkins County 
Sheriff’s Department drug 
dog was in Dawson Springs 
last week. The dog went to 
several random classrooms 
and to restrooms in both 
the junior and senior high 
and found nothing in those 
areas. 

Whalen announced the 
resignation of board mem¬

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Frozen Dog Rescued On 
1-24 During Snowstorm

If the last round of 
snowfall hadn’t caused 
some travelers to seek a 
detour from the lengthy 
backup on Interstate 24, 
Disco the dog might not 
be alive today. 

But the snow and 
frigid temps were what 
almost killed Disco, a 
young Shih Tzu, accord¬ 
ing to McCracken County 
Humane Society Direc¬ 
tor Terry Vannerson. 

Two women returning 
to Missouri from vaca¬ 
tion in Florida on the 
morning of March 6 got 
off the interstate to avoid 
the hours-long delays on 
1-24 caused by the foot 
of snow that hit West¬ 
ern Kentucky Vanner¬ 
son said they told shel¬ 
ter staff that they spot¬ 
ted what they thought 
at first was a rabbit off 
an 1-24 exit ramp. After 
stopping, they discov¬ 
ered it was a dog and she 
was “frozen solid” in the 
snow, they reported. 

Vannerson isn’t sure 
exactly where Disco was 
found, but she said the 
two women who dropped 
the dog off at the shelter 
said they had gotten off 


1-24 near a Dollar Gen¬ 
eral store and no homes 
were nearby. It may have 
been at I-24/Ky. 68 near 
Cadiz, Vannerson said. 

The Humane Soci¬ 
ety was closed due to 
the weather when the 
women arrived with 
Disco, but a shelter staff 
member who made it to 
work that day accepted 
the dog. Vannerson said 
the employee held Disco, 
who was named by shel¬ 
ter staff, in a hot towel for 
four hours to warm her 
up and help her recover 
from the cold. 

Because the travel¬ 
ers said there were no 
homes near where Disco 
was found and the blonde 
Shih Tzu would typically 
be an indoor dog, Vanner¬ 
son said she suspects the 
dog belonged to someone 
who was stuck in the 1-24 
traffic. 

Although her rescuers 
thought she had frozen 
to death upon finding 
Disco, she’s been keep¬ 
ing cozy at the Humane 
Society ever since. Van¬ 
nerson said she’ll qualify 
for adoption starting Fri¬ 
day. Anyone who thinks 
Disco belongs to them 
must show proof of own¬ 
ership. 


Counterfeit Money Found 
Along McCracken Road

It must have seemed 
like a litter abatement 
officer’s lucky day March 
16 when, while supervis¬ 
ing a cleanup, he came 
upon a $50 bill lying in 
the roadway near the 
Metropolis Mayfield 
Road and Cairo Road 
intersection in western 
McCracken County. 

With a quick look 
around, the officer 
noticed more bills scat¬ 
tered along the roadside 
and some blown into 
ditches and nearby fields. 

If only the money 
hadn’t been counterfeit. 

“It’s certainly very 
unusual,” McCracken 
County Sheriff Jon 
Hayden said of the $2,100 
picked up in counterfeit 
$100 and $50 bills. 

Hayden said from the 
way it was dispersed it 
was obvious the money 
was thrown from a mov¬ 
ing vehicle, but why it was 
tossed he couldn’t begin to 
guess. 

Once the cash was col¬ 
lected, the litter abate¬ 
ment officer “did the 
right thing,” Hayden 
said, and turned the 
money over to the sher¬ 
iff’s department. 


It didn’t take long, the 
sheriff said, to determine 
the money was fake. 

“We’ve had a lot of 
training on counterfeit 
money,” he said. “The 
counterfeiters can get 
pretty good, but there 
are certain things we are 
taught to look for. Many 
of these bills had the 
same serial numbers.” 

Sheriff’s deputies 
were then sent back out 
to see if any more fake 
bills were lying around. 
Hayden said the search 
turned up another $250. 

Hayden said the 
money will be turned 
over to the U.S. Secret 
Service where they will 
be able to track the serial 
numbers nationwide. 

With this amount 
of cash being found, 
Hayden warned it was 
likely some counterfeit 
bills will turn up in cir¬ 
culation in Paducah. He 
recommended business 
owners employ the reg¬ 
ular use of counterfeit 
pens or markers to check 
the bills they receive. 

If someone does receive 
suspicious money Hayden 
said the retailer should 
call the police or sheriff’s 
department. He added 
that aU counterfeit money 
would have to be seized.

Citizens Encouraged To 
Serve As Election Officer 


Kentucky citizens 
are encouraged to take 
an active role in the up¬ 
coming primary elec¬ 
tion by serving as pre¬ 
cinct election officers 
or poll workers. Ap¬ 
proximately 15,000 Ken¬ 
tuckians will be needed 
to help administer the 
election on May 19. 

“Serving as a pre¬ 
cinct election officer 
is both valuable to our 
commonwealth’s elec¬ 
tion process and person¬ 
ally rewarding,” said 
Secretary of State Ali¬ 
son Lundergan Grimes. 
“Precinct officers are 
on the front lines of the 
democratic process, and 
this is an outstanding 
opportunity to partici¬ 
pate in shaping the fu¬ 
ture of your community 
and state.” 

To be qualified to be 
a precinct election offi¬ 
cer, a person must be 18 
on or before Nov. 3, 2015, 
be an eligible voter, not 
have changed party af¬ 
filiation within one 
year prior to appoint¬ 
ment and not be either a 
candidate or the spouse, 
parent, brother, sister 
or child of a candidate 
who is to be voted for in 
the election. Duties in¬ 
clude attending manda¬ 
tory training, arrang¬ 


ing the polling location 
with necessary infor¬ 
mation and equipment, 
processing voters and 
completing and return¬ 
ing paperwork to the 
county clerk’s office on 
election night. 

Each precinct in the 
state must have four 
precinct election offi¬ 
cers serving on the day 
of the election. Pre¬ 
cinct election officers 
are paid at least $60 
per election, plus addi¬ 
tional compensation for 
mileage and mandatory 
training. 

Interested people 
may obtain information 
or sign up to become a 
precinct election offi¬ 
cer by contacting their 
county clerk or their 
party’s county execu¬ 
tive committee.

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Area Churches Go Digital With Offerings

Nowadays, what used 
to be accomplished by 
writing a check or pay¬ 
ing in cash takes only 
the swipe of a card or the 
click of a mouse button. 

Even the centuries-old 
practice of tithing has 
been upgraded to the 
digital world, and area 
churches are getting on 
board with the idea of 
collecting tithes and gifts 
electronically 

“We’re becoming a 
paperless society,” said 
Mike Williams, admin¬ 
istrator and associate 
pastor at Lone Oak First 
Baptist Church. “You’re 
going to lose contribu¬ 
tions if you don’t move

to that opportunity.” 

The Lone Oak church 
has offered some form of 
electronic tithing for the 
last five or six years, Wil¬ 
liams said. Churchgoers 
can set up an automatic 
withdrawal from their 
bank accounts or make 
one-time donations using 
a debit or credit card on 
the church’s website. 

He said the method 
of giving has caught on 
among the youngest and 
- surprisingly, to him — 
the eldest members of 
the congregation. 

“I was very shocked 
at the number of senior 
adults who jumped on 
the bandwagon very 
quickly to use it. And we 
have young couples who 
go to our church, they

don’t even know where 
their checkbooks are,” 
he said. 

Some churches also 
offer ATM-like kiosks in 
their lobbies or “text-to- 
give” systems. Although 
Paducah seems to be lag¬ 
ging in that technology, 
the practice of giving 
via website has taken 
off quickly at some area 
churches. 

Douglas Duncan, 
financial administrator 
at Heartland Worship 
Center, said the church 
brought in around $60,000 
from 75 to 80 donors last 
year through its website, 
and has already received 
about $17,000 this year. 
About 15 members of 
the congregation take 
advantage of recurring 
offerings. 

The technology was 
first instituted in 2013 as 
a way for people who live 
out of state to donate to 
mission trips, he said. 

Donors are able to 
indicate which mission 
trip or other project 
they’d like to donate to 
when they give through 
the website, but can’t 
specify which individual 


they’re helping, Duncan 
added. 

Electronic giving 
costs the churches an 
additional fee. At Heart¬ 
land, it’s 30 cents per 
transaction, plus 2.2 
percent of the donation, 
with a discount because 
the church is a nonprofit, 
Duncan said. 

Other church lead¬ 
ers say their congrega¬ 
tions have been slower to 
adopt the technology. 

Broadway United 
Methodist pastor Joe 
Beal said the younger 
members of his con¬ 
gregation have slowly 
started adopting online 
giving, but giving with 
a check or cash is still 
common. He estimated 
that 15 people from the 
congregation - which 
has an average worship 
attendance of 300 — 
give electronically each 
month. 

“We find that it’s 
slowly increasing among 
the younger people,” he 
said.

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Majority Of Kentuckians Remain 
Opposed To Same-Sex Marriage

Bucking the nation¬ 
al trend, a majority of 
Kentuckians continues 
to oppose same-sex mar¬ 
riage, according to the 
latest Bluegrass Poll. 

Fifty-seven percent 
of registered voters told 
pollsters they opposed 
allowing gays and lesbi¬ 
ans to marry in Kentucky, 
up slightly from two Blue- 
grass Polls last year. Thir¬ 
ty-three percent favored 
it, down slightly from last 
year, and 10 percent were 
not sure. 

These results come 
as the U.S. Supreme 
Court prepares to hear 
arguments April 28 in 
lawsuits challenging 
same-sex marriage bans 
in Kentucky and three 
other states. 

Kentucky is now in the 
minority. Nearly three- 
fourths of Americans 
live in one of 37 states 
that recognize a consti¬ 
tutional right to mar¬ 
riage between partners 
of either sex, including 
West Virginia, Indiana 
and Illinois. According to 
the most recent nation¬ 
wide Gallup Poll on the 
topic, conducted in May, 
55 percent of Americans 


thought same-sex mar¬ 
riages should be recog¬ 
nized as valid, while 42 
percent did not. 

“Because of the mes¬ 
sage promoted by the 
media and Hollywood, 
one would expect more 
and more people to grow 
comfortable with gay 
marriage, and that may be 
what’s happening in other 
places. But Kentuckians 
are a principled people. 
I’m proud to say,” said 
Paul Chitwood, execu¬ 
tive director of the Ken¬ 
tucky Baptist Convention, 
which supports the state’s 
ban on gay marriage. 

The Kentucky Baptist 
Convention in recent 
years has been cutting 
ties with those it views as 
becoming too gay-friend¬ 
ly such as a Louisville 
church that performed 
same-sex marriages and 
the president of Sunrise 
Children’s Services, who 
asked to open the cen¬ 
ter’s hiring to gays. 

“From the point of 
view of Kentucky Bap¬ 
tists, there is no disdain 
or hate toward people 
who practice an alterna¬ 
tive lifestyle,” Chitwood 
said. “We’re all sinners. 
But we do not feel that 
it’s appropriate for the 
church — or for the state 


State Offers Tax Credit 
To Small Business Owners 


The Kentucky Cabinet 
for Economic Develop¬ 
ment wants to remind 
Kentucky’s small busi¬ 
ness owners that they 
could be eligible for up to 
$25,000 in tax credits. 

The state is offering 
the Kentucky Small Busi¬ 
ness Tax Credit to eligi¬ 
ble companies through¬ 
out the commonwealth. 

The criteria are rela¬ 
tively simple. All a small 
business has to do is cre¬ 
ate and maintain at least 
one qualifying job and 
purchase $5,000 or more 
in qualifying equipment, 
and it may be eligible to 
receive a state income 
tax credit ranging from 
$3,500 to $25,000 per year. 
The amount of the tax 
credit depends on the 
number of jobs created 
and the amount of equip¬ 
ment purchased. 

Mandy Lambert, com¬ 
missioner of business 
development in the Ken¬ 
tucky Cabinet for Eco¬ 
nomic Development, says 
many Kentucky business¬ 
es are eligible for the cred¬ 
it and don’t even know it. 

“Last year, Kentucky 
businesses received less 
than a 10th of the money 
allotted for the credit be¬ 
cause very few applied for 


it,” said Lambert. “The 
Kentucky Small Business 
Tax Credit directly puts 
money back into the pock¬ 
ets of small businesses 
and helps them grow and 
create jobs. We’re confi¬ 
dent that if more small 
businesses know of this 
opportunity, they will 
take advantage.” 

Dozens of small busi¬ 
nesses throughout the 
state have used the Ken¬ 
tucky Small Business Tax 
Credit. BMC Contract¬ 
ing in Mount Sterling re¬ 
ceived the credit last year. 

“The process of fil¬ 
ing for and receiving the 
credit was very easy and 
straightforward,” said 
Steve Moberly BMC’s ex¬ 
ecutive vice president. 
“This credit will allow us 
to continue to grow and 
invest. Any Kentucky 
Small business interested 
in saving money should 
look into the program.” 

It’s simple to see if a 
business qualifies and to 
apply for the credit. In¬ 
terested business owners 
should contact the Ken¬ 
tucky Cabinet for Eco¬ 
nomic Development at 
800-626-2250, and its small 
business experts will 
walk owners through the 
process. 



— to condone sin.” 

Roy Harrison, a mem¬ 
ber of the board of the 
gay-rights group Lexing¬ 
ton Fairness, said he was 
reassured by studying 
the details of the Blue- 
grass Poll results. 

Generally, younger 
Kentuckians are far more 
supportive of same-sex 
marriage than older Ken¬ 
tuckians, Harrison noted. 
Exactly half of the vot¬ 
ers ages 18 to 34 favored 
equal marriage rights, 
compared to 26 percent of 
those 65 and older. Like¬ 
wise, he said, the stron¬ 
gest support can be found 
among the best-educated 
Kentuckians (those with 
college degrees) and peo¬ 
ple living in the faster¬ 
growing urban areas. 

“I see where the trend 
is headed and I’m com¬ 
fortable with it,” Harri¬ 
son said. 

In 2004, he said, 75 
percent of Kentucky vot¬ 
ers backed a state con¬ 
stitutional amendment 

— now under review by 
the U.S. Supreme Court 

— defining marriage as 
exclusively between one 
man and one woman. 

“So now the opposition 
is under 60 percent,” Har¬ 
rison said. “I think we’re 
going to get a pro-gay 
marriage decision from 
the Supreme Court this 
summer, and then people 
will see the sky is not 
falling, and we’ll move on 
from there. I’m optimistic 
about the future.” 

Diana Johnson, 59, of 
Pineville, was one of the 
respondents who said she 
opposed gay marriage. 
But in a follow-up inter¬ 
view Thursday, Johnson 
said she could live with 
a Supreme Court ruling 
that ordered Kentucky 
to recognize such mar¬ 
riages. 

“Being brought up in 
a Baptist church — my 
father was a pastor — it’s 
the morals and all that, 
for me,” Johnson said. 
“That’s my own personal 
feeling. Anyone else who 
has their own opinions, 
that’s their right.”

Pearl Harbor Survivor Honored

Livingston County 
resident Karl Monday 
has shared the story 
of Pearl Harbor many 
times since surviving the 
attack 73 years ago. 

Monday, 92, recounted 
it again during a ceremo¬ 
ny March 13 in Paducah, 
where U.S. Rep. Ed Whit¬ 
field and Gov. Steve 
Beshear thanked the vet¬ 
eran for his service and 
presented him with an 
American flag and three 
citations. 

“Unless you’re 75 
years old. Pearl Harbor 
happened before you 
were born,” Monday told 
a crowd gathered at West 
Kentucky Community & 
Technical College. 

“It happened on a 
sleepy Sunday morning, 
on the island of Oahu 
in Hawaii ... more Japa¬ 
nese planes than you 
can count flew under 
the radar so we wouldn’t 
have any advance notice 
and attacked Pearl Har¬ 
bor and all the Army and 
Navy installations on the 
island. The attack lasted 
two hours and before 
the planes left, they had 
killed 2,500,” he said. 

Monday, who left his 
Florida home to join the 
U.S. Army, was 18 at the 
time of the attack. He 
had patrol duty the night 
before the attack and 
remembers clearly when 
the planes arrived. 

“I went to bed at 
3:30 in the morning. I 


couldn’t go to sleep and 
was awake when the first 
torpedo hit,” he said. 

From there, it was 
chaos. 

“They tore the whole 
island up,” he said. 
“There wasn’t anything 
left.” 

Monday, who 

described himself as “a 
poor old country boy,” 
has lived in Livings¬ 
ton County for about 
30 years. He’s humble 
when sharing his survi¬ 
vor story, despite the fact 
that he played a critical 
role immediately follow¬ 
ing the attack by com¬ 
municating with senior 
officers about how to 
respond. 

“I was a radio opera¬ 
tor in the Army. I was 
sending Morse code mes¬ 
sages to the commanding 
general to plan out what 
we were to do when the 
planes left. That’s how I 
spent the attack, on the 
radio,” he said. 

That morning marked 
the beginning of World 
War II, in which Monday 
continued to fight through 
the war’s end. He served 
until he was 24 years old, 
including four years in 
the Pacific Theater. He 
said he spent time on sev¬ 
eral Japanese-occupied 
islands, with New Guinea 
being “the worst” experi¬ 
ence, he said. 

Although Monday 
served in the Army dur¬ 
ing the most tumultuous 
war of the 20th centu¬ 
ry, he said he’s glad he 
served. 


“You’re a better per¬ 
son when you come out 
than when you went 
in,” he said of his Army 
experience. 

Monday’s life changed 
quite dramatically fol¬ 
lowing the war. Instead 
of fighting in the South 
Pacific, he could be 
found traveling around 
Southern states playing 
and producing honky- 
tonk music shows. 

After the war, he start¬ 
ed an entertainment com¬ 
pany under the name Bill 
O’Connor. From show 
promoter to bass play¬ 
er, Monday said he was 
involved in all aspects of 
the country music scene 
in his show called the 
Country Music Jubilee. 

Decades after Mon¬ 
day’s military ser¬ 
vice and after his days 
of music making, he 
received formal recogni¬ 
tion for surviving Pearl 
Harbor. In 2000, Whitfield 
presented Monday with 
10 medals, including the 
Bronze Star for saving 
19 soldiers by destroying 
an enemy machine gun 
nest in New Guinea in 
1945. Monday also has a 
Purple Heart. 

On Friday, Whitfield 
presented him with a 
flag that was once flown 
over the U.S. Capitol, a 
certificate of special con¬ 
gressional recognition, 
a letter from President 
Obama thanking Mon¬ 
day for his service, and 
a National Pearl Harbor 
Remembrance Day proc¬ 
lamation.

Wouldn’t it be great 
if everyone embraced 
the notion that government open¬ 
ness is an essential pillar of 
democracy? 

Wouldn’t it be great if more 
people remembered the press 
serves as their eyes and ears in 
the halls of government? 

Wouldn’t it be great if more 
people became aware that jailing 
journalists not only intimidates 
the press, but also chills the pub¬ 
lic’s right to know? 

Wouldn’t it be great to see 
thousands of citizens press Con¬ 
gress to pass a federal shield law 
protecting reporters from being 
locked up for doing their job? 

We love that scene in “Return 
of the King” when a resurgent 
monarch inspires his small army 


to stand against over¬ 
whelming odds by 
delivering a stirring 
cry to arms. 

Wouldn’t it be great 
to see people every¬ 
where show that kind 
of passion and unity 
in the fight for free¬ 
dom of information 
and the battle against 
government secrecy? 
With apologies to 
J.R.R. Tolkien, that 
speech might go some¬ 
thing like this: 

“A day may come 
when the courage 
of men fails and our freedoms 
die; when speech and religion are 
governed; when we forsake our 
reporters and break all bonds of 
fellowship with the Fourth Estate 
... but it is not this day! 

“There may come an hour 
of darkness, wolves and shat¬ 
tered shields that bring our First 
Amendment crashing down ... but 
it is not this day! 

“On this day, we battle for 
our Bill of Rights! This day, we 
join with journalists in the war 
against government secrecy, cor¬ 
ruption, and waste. 

“This day, the press and public 
stand ... together! This day, we 
fight... together!” 

Wouldn’t that be great?

Amendments have smothered some bills 


As the Kentucky General Assembly winds 
down, expect to hear the usual excuses from law¬ 
makers that they just didn’t have enough time to 
get to many important issues in the 2015 session. 

And with two more days scheduled later this 
month, they’ve left a lot of important matters 
hanging, including bills to address heroin abuse 
and addiction, dating violence and a growing 
shortfall in state gas tax receipts, which go to 
things like fixing potholes everyone is complain¬ 
ing about. 

But legislators have been very busy with other 
things. 

Some members of the House, for example, have 
been so busy piling amendments onto a single, 
well-intentioned bill to prevent animals from 
freezing to death that surely, they’ve had little 
time for anything else. 

And their antics provide an instructive look 
at what goes on sometimes when lawmakers are 
supposed to be focused on conducting the people’s 
business. 

It all started with House Bill 177, sponsored 
by House Speaker Greg Stumbo, a Prestonsburg 
Democrat, with the support of the Humane Soci¬ 
ety of the United States. 

The bill would require owners of livestock and 
domestic animals to provide adequate shelter in 
bad weather. Since state agriculture regulations 
already regulate care of livestock — cows, horses, 
pigs — HB 177 is aimed mostly at dogs, cats and 
other pets such as exotic animals owned by some 
Kentuckians (this, by the way, includes kanga¬ 
roos). 

Leaving a cat, dog or even a kangaroo outside in 
severe weather with no shelter could result in the 
felony offense of cruelty to animals. Supporters 
cite a compelling need for the bill. 

“We have found many, many dogs frozen to the 
ground,” said Pam Rogers, state director for the 
Humane Society. 

But then came a flurry of amendments. 

House Republican Leader Jeff Hoover, of 
Jamestown, proposed several that would make 
the bill apply to “an animal” rather than just a 
“four-legged animal.” 

Sounds harmless, right? Wrong. 

That change instantly got the cockfighting 
lobby all aflutter because that would make cock- 
fighting a felony (it’s a misdemeanor in Kentucky) 
and still a thriving enterprise in some parts of the 
state. 

More amendments followed. 

Rep. Steven Rudy, a Paducah Republican, offered 
an “ag gag” amendment, similar to laws passed in 
other states that would make it a crime in certain 
cases for activists to film animal abuse on farms. 

Abortion opponents jumped in. 

Donna Mayfield, a Winchester Republican, 
offered amendments to ban abortions after 20 
weeks of pregnancy. 

The US. Supreme Court has ruled women have 
a right to an abortion until the fetus is considered 


viable, or at about 24 weeks of pregnancy. 

And most outrageous: Rep. Tommy Turner, 
a Somerset Republican, filed amendments that 
would require animal owners, in order to avoid 
a cruelty charge, to obtain health insurance for 
their pets through the Affordable Care Act, or 
Obamacare. 

Lawmakers don’t seriously expect these amend¬ 
ments to pass. It’s just a stunt to kill the bill since 
there is virtually no chance the House would pass 
the legislation with such amendments included. 

And members of the House aren’t alone in this 
mischief. 

Two state senators appeared to have effectively 
killed House Bill 236, a bill advanced by some 
energetic, idealistic high school students to give 
students a voice in school superintendent selec¬ 
tion. 

Sen. C.B. Embry, a Morgantown Republican, 
proposed attaching his “bathroom bill” that would 
regulate which school restroom transgender stu¬ 
dents must use. And Sen. A1 Robinson, an East¬ 
ern Kentucky Republican, sought to tack on an 
amendment expanding religious activity in public 
schools. 

Sadly these shenanigans aren’t unusual in 
Frankfort. 

Nothing is too sacred, not an exercise in democ¬ 
racy by high school students or animals freezing 
to death in bitterly cold weather. 

Legislators have two days left to act responsi¬ 
bly. It’s not too late.

American flag must never be banned 


The American flag stands for many things that we 
as a society cherish. 

It stands for freedom, our ideals, democracy, tradi¬ 
tion, honor and as a tribute to our forefathers who 
helped gain our independence. In schools across the 
country, students rise every day to recite their alle¬ 
giance to the flag. 

It also is a reminder of the thousands of armed 
service members who have been killed on the battle¬ 
field in defense of that flag. 

Those who would try to tear it down or remove it 
from a publicly funded park or building are shame¬ 
ful people whose allegiance to this country should be 
questioned. 

While colleges and universities are supposed to be 
places of freedom of expression and an abundance 
of competing ideas, students at the University of 
California-Irvine took this way too far. 

Recently, six undergraduate members of a legisla¬ 
tive council voted to ban displaying the American 
flag that hung on a wall in a common area of the 
student government offices. In voting on banning 
the American flag, the student council noted that the 
American flag has been flown in times of “colonial¬ 
ism and imperialism.” 

These students who voted to remove the American 
flag from a public, taxpayer-funded university would 
be wise to look at their history and consider who 
gave them the right to vote on their misguided ban. 

It was the blood and lives of the men and women 
who fought in faraway wars under the American 
flag. This ban is a complete jab to those who gave 
all on the battlefield and to all Americans who have 
saluted and respected the flag for all it stands for. 
These six students should look at the picture of the 
American flag being raised over Mount Suribachi 
by U.S. Marines. Was that American “colonialism” 
or “imperialism”? History teaches us that was one 


battle in a struggle against Axis forces that threat¬ 
ened civilization itself. 

Thankfully, the student body president denounced 
the move, and a higher student panel known as the 
executive cabinet overturned the ban. The cabinet 
called the resolution “misguided” and said it didn’t 
represent the views of students on campus. 

The executive cabinet got it right as did the uni¬ 
versity’s chancellor, Howard Gillman, who said the 
actions of the student council in an official capac¬ 
ity were “outrageous and indefensible that they 
would question the appropriateness of displaying 
the American flag on this great campus.” 

These students have protected rights to espouse 
dumb ideas. As they search for a country whose flag 
is less offensive than ours, perhaps they can ponder 
why millions of people around the world aspire to 
immigrate to our “imperialistic” country 

It is only fitting, after this attempt to remove our 
country’s flag from this university, that lawmakers 
in California and veterans proposed a constitutional 
amendment that would block California’s publicly 
funded colleges and universities from banning the 
American flag. It will need a two-thirds vote of the 
Democratic-controlled state legislature to appear 
on the November 2016 ballot. So far it has lacked 
bipartisan support. That’s a real shame, but not a big 
surprise since this is California. 

Hopefully, state legislators who are on the fence 
about this issue will hear so much backlash from 
their veteran constituents that they will have no 
choice but to support it. 

We hope that is the case because any attempt to 
forbid the American flag in a public facility in this 
county should never be tolerated.

Grave issues must be faced by Congress 


In Washington there is a popular cliche: What goes 
around, comes around. 

And it has in Congress where a unified Democrat¬ 
ic minority has confounded the best-laid plans of the 
Republican leadership. 

When the Republicans took over the Senate in 
January and thus the entire Congress, they were 
determined to prove they could govern smoothly and 
efficiently. 

That pledge lasted about a week or so until ideo¬ 
logically-driven GOP lawmakers threatened to shut 
down the Department of Homeland Security in a 
dispute over President Barack Obama’s executive 
orders on immigration. 

The leadership rightly saw a shutdown, amid 
Islamic extremists’ threats to attack the US., as 
a political and public relations disaster. Boehner 
passed the bill and averted the shutdown by round¬ 
ing up 182 Democrats to vote for it, swamping the 167 
of his fellow Republicans who voted against it. 

It’s possible that many conservatives saw voting 
“no” as a free vote. They could act tough for the folks 
back home safe in the knowledge that the Homeland 
Security bill was going to pass anyway and there 
would be no shut down of the security agencies that 
make up the DHS. 

It may be premature to say so, but this could be 
the beginning of the end of the Hastert Rule, named 
after a former GOP Speaker who would not bring to 
the floor a bill unless it has first passed the House 


Republican Caucus. 

The rule seemed innocuous at the time, but the 
caucus grew far more ideological than the House as 
a whole. Boehner seems to be quietly moving, as he 
should, to be the leader of the whole House and not 
just the appeaser of the noisiest wing of his party. 

Boehner and Senate Leader Mitch McConnell may 
have to count on their new secret weapon — coopera¬ 
tive Democrats — to handle a long line of must-pass 
legislation beginning with the annual “doc fix,” 
avoiding a drastic pay cut next month for doctors 
accepting Medicare. 

Then comes the Highway Trust Fund, which runs 
out of money in May. 

In June, the Export-Import Bank needs to be reau¬ 
thorized, a top business priority. Unless Congress 
acts, the crippling across-the-board spending cuts, 
passed in a misguided attempt at thrift, kick in Oct. 1. 

And then the problem of raising the debt ceiling 
returns and with it the threat of a governmentwide 
shutdown. 

These are all issues Congress has faced before, 
usually with considerable political bloodshed and 
public angst. McConnell says that’s not going to 
happen with the Republicans in charge. We hope, 
although we wouldn’t put money on it, that he’s right. 

Just because “What goes around, comes around” 
is a cliche doesn’t mean it isn’t true.

March 13. Key has taken a new job 
in the Evansville area and will be 
relocating. 

“We’re definitely going to miss 
Mr. Key,” Whalen said, adding that 
the process of finding someone to 
fill his seat will begin soon. 

Kent Workman, director of pu¬ 
pil personnel, reported enrollment 
as of March 11 was 345 in the ele¬ 
mentary, 300 in grades 7-12 and 41 
in preschool. The attendance per¬ 
centage last month was down 2 per¬ 
cent in the elementary school and 
half a percent in the junior-senior 
high school.

edgeable with code enforcement, zoning and oth¬ 
er city ordinances. Owners of 17 properties have 
been served notices, and three property owners 
with abandoned vehicles have received letters. 
Two burned out structures also need to be ad¬ 
dressed. 

Rawley said he welcomes input from the public, 
council members and members of the police and 
fire departments. He said problems can be report¬ 
ed by phoning the city clerk’s office. 

The mayor proclaimed April 7 as National Ser¬ 
vice Recognition Day, honoring volunteers. Shelia 
Ausenbaugh, director of the Foster Grandparents 
program, introduced two local volunteers. Betty 
Jackson volunteers at Outwood, and Carolyn Si¬ 
gler works with the preschool in Dawson Springs.

Five student attendance days will be eliminated 
from the calendar, dropping to the minimum 170 
allowed by the state. 

In an email to staff, Whalen said he has “always 
been a big proponent of making up every single 
day we miss.” However, in the current circum¬ 
stances, making up all 10 days would extend the 
end of the school year beyond the point the super¬ 
intendent feels would be beneficial to students or 
staff. 

Pending Gov. Steve Beshear’s signing of legisla¬ 
tion allowing schools which are not polling places 
to be in session on election day, the last regular day 
for students will be May 26. The bill, if signed, also 
allows graduation to be held prior to the last at¬ 
tendance day which would leave May 22 as Dawson 
Springs’ graduation date. 

“We feel like this is our best scenario,” Work¬ 
man commented. 

After spring break, teachers’ workdays will be 
7:10 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. An additional two and one 
half days of professional development will be re¬ 
quired at the end of the school year to fulfill their 
contracts. 

Staff working in areas not affected by the ex¬ 
tended days will work the equivalent hours as 
scheduled with their supervisors.

BBB is warning basket¬ 
ball fans not to fall for NCAA 
ticket scams as they follow 
their favorite basketball 
teams. If you are making a 
last-minute decision to see 
your favorite team in the 
tournament, avoid disap¬ 
pointment, and don’t fall for 
“too-good-to-be-true” ticket 
prices on the Internet or else¬ 
where. 

If buying travel packages 
throughout the tournament, 
BBB’s President/CEO, Char¬ 
lie Mattingly says, “consum¬ 
ers should check out the com¬ 
pany with the BBB at www 
bbb.org. Basketball fans will 
also want to check on the 
company’s cancellation and 
refund policies.” 


Here are more tips from 
The BBB for fans following 
the teams: 

— If you are considering 
buying tickets on the second¬ 
ary market, deal only with 
ticket brokers that provide 
clear details about the terms 
of the transaction, including 
refund and rescheduling and 
cancellation policies. 

— When shopping for 
NCAA tickets, use secure 
websites for online transac¬ 
tions. Look for the padlock 
on the page, and the letter 
“s” in the URL (web address) 
box after the “http.” If nei¬ 
ther is present, the site is 
unsecure and your payment 
information may not be safe. 

— If purchasing tickets 


online, beware of sellers that 
lead you away from secure, 
reliable transaction methods 
such as PayPal, and avoid 
those who discourage using 
credit cards. You can dispute 
the charge with a credit card 
company if something goes 
wrong. 

— Beware of any seller 
that wants you to wire money 
via Western Union. This can 
occur on online auction sites 
like eBay or Craigslist. 

— Buy at your own risk. It 
is safer to buy from reliable 
sources. If you buy tickets 
from unfamiliar sources or 
scalpers, there is no guar¬ 
antee that they will be genu¬ 
ine. (Scalping laws vary from 
state to state.)

White bass runs just around the corner

Small creeks across Kentucky that normally run 
placid currently rage with brown froth. Reservoirs now 
cover marina parking lots and lakeside campgrounds. 

Most Kentuckians are punch drunk from the blows 
of the latest salient of the Polar Vortex followed by 
dreary, cold rain. 

Soon, anglers can alleviate this gloom by hitting the 
headwaters of Nolin River Lake, Taylorsville Lake and 
Herrington Lake to catch marauding white bass as they 
make their annual spring spawning runs. They don’t 
have to own a boat to enjoy fishing as good as any in 
Kentucky. 

Water temperature is the main driver of the white 
bass runs. With most waters across Kentucky hovering 
in the low 40s, they are likely still several weeks away. 
However, a prolonged warm front, similar to the one we 
are now enjoying, can bring the gorging bands of white 
bass upstream fairly quickly. 

“In spring, look for that warm rain,” said Mike 
Hardin, assistant director of fisheries for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. “The river 
temperatures can increase dramatically from warm 
rains. They warm up eight degrees or more quickly. The 
headwaters are often much warmer than the main 
lake.” 

The U.S. Geological Survey streamflow gauges for 
Kentucky streams tell the story of how much water is 
coming into a lake. When you click on a gauge for a 
particular site on a stream, a box at the top of the page 
allows users to select parameters to display such as 
flow rate in cubic feet per second (cfs), gauge height 
and water temperature. You may access this important 
information at www.waterdata.us.gov. 

“I try and look at the gauges for surrounding streams 
to estimate what the water temperature is in the river 
above a lake,” Hardin, an avid white bass angler said. 
“When the water temperature gets near 50 along with 
the increased flow and longer days, these factors trigger 


The Kentucky Fish and Wildlife Commission pro¬ 
posed new fishing regulations and bear hunting season 
changes at its quarterly meeting March 9. 

The commission recommends all hunting, fishing 
and boating regulations for approval by the General 
Assembly and approves all expenditures by the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. 

All recommendations must be approved by legisla¬ 
tors before they become law. 

In fisheries-related business, the commission recom¬ 
mended several new fishing regulations. 

The following fishing regulations are scheduled to go 
into effect this fall: 

• The round goby, an invasive, non-native baitfish, 
may not be possessed or released in the state of 
Kentucky. 

• The shad possession restriction on Cedar Creek 
Lake in Lincoln County will be removed. 

These fishing regulations will go into effect on March 
1,2016: 

• Install a 36-inch minimum size limit on muskel- 
lunge on Dewey Lake in Floyd County. 

• In order to protect the native strain walleye that the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife is restoring 
to sections of its former range, there will be a two fish 
daily creel limit with an 18- to 26-inch protective slot 
limit for walleye in the following waters: the Rockcastle 
River and tributaries; the upper Barren River and tribu¬ 
taries; the Barren River below Barren River Lake down¬ 
stream to Lock and Dam 1 and tributaries; the upper 
Levisa Fork and tributaries; the Cumberland River 
above Cumberland Falls and tributaries; the Kentucky 
River upstream of Lock and Dam 14 along with the 
Middle and South Fork, as well as the North Fork below 
Carr Creek Lake and all tributaries. This regulation also 
applies to Wood Creek, Barren River, Fishtrap and 
Martin’s Fork lakes. All walleye caught from these 
waters from 18 to 26 inches in length must be immedi¬ 
ately released. 


the white bass to move upstream. Soon after that comes 
the peak of the run.” 

\^ite bass aggressively strike practically anything 
that flashes silver in the water or resembles a shad or 
other baitfish. “You can drop down to about any flashy 
lure and cast it out, reel it in and catch white bass in 
spring,” said Jeff Ross, assistant director of fisheries for 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. “They are a great fish for 
families, kids and beginners because they strike so 
aggressively.” 

Hardin said an angler can carry all they need for 
white bass in a shirt pocket. Buy a couple of bags of 
3-inch white or chartreuse curly-tailed grubs along with 
some l/8th-ounce leadheads and go. 

White bass also strike white, grey, pink or chartreuse 
in-line spinners, small silver casting spoons and tiny 
shad-colored crankbaits. 

Ross said another pleasant aspect of white bass fish¬ 
ing is the ability to catch a slew of them from the bank. 
Arguably the best white bass run in Kentucky occurs in 
the headwaters of Nolin River Lake. Bank anglers have 
good access at Bacon Creek Boat Ramp and at Broad 
Ford bridge on KY 1214. 

Nolin River Lake holds a burgeoning population of 
13- to 15-inch white bass, bruisers by anyone’s stan¬ 
dards. 

The headwaters of Taylorsville Lake in Anderson 
County upstream of the KY 248 bridge offer excellent 
white bass fishing. These fish run as far upstream of the 
historic river trading town of Glensboro in spring. 
Anglers may access the bank of this stretch of Salt 
River that flows through the Taylorsville Lake \^^ldlife 
Management Area (WMA) from River Road. This old 
road parallels the river and is open typically from mid- 
March to the opening of the spring turkey season, 
depending on weather and road conditions. 

Data from last fall’s population sampling revealed an 
improving population of white bass in Taylorsville Lake 
which portends good fishing this spring. 

The white bass running in the headwaters of 
Herrington Lake produced a clarion call for anglers 


In wildlife-related business, commission members 
recommended changes for bear hunting for the 2015- 
2016 bear seasons. They proposed creating a two day 
youth hunt season for bears beginning the Saturday fol¬ 
lowing Christmas with a quota of five bears of either 
sex. They also recommended increasing the modern 
gun bear hunt quota from 10 to 15 bears, of which no 
more than five may be females. 

They also recommended moving the bear archery/ 
crossbow season from November to the fourth Saturday 
in October for seven consecutive days, which is Oct. 
24-30 this year. This coincides with the opening seg¬ 
ment of the fall turkey shotgun season. 

The Commission proposed implementing a split sea¬ 
son for the bear quota hunts with dogs beginning this 
fall. The first segment will open the Saturday after 
Thanksgiving, running for two days which this year is 
Nov. 28-29. The second segment opens the third 
Saturday in December for two days which this year is 
Dec. 19-20. The Commission also proposed refinements 
of the bear quota hunt with dogs to eliminate barriers 
for hunt participation. 

They also recommended expanding the Central Bear 
Chase Area in Bell, Harlan and Letcher counties by 
41,482 acres and expanding the Eastern Bear Chase 
Area in Pike County by 31,145 acres. 

In other wildlife-related business, the Commission 
proposed changing the upland bird quota hunts on the 
main unit of Clay Wildlife Management Area in 
Nicholas County from the second Tuesday in December 
to the fourth Tuesday in December and from the second 
Saturday in December to the third Saturday in 
November. The area will be closed to all other small 
game hunting during the upland bird quota hunts. 

The next Kentucky Fish and Wildlife Commission 
meeting will be held at 8:30 a.m. (Eastern time), Eriday 
June 5. Meetings are held at Kentucky Eish and Wildlife 
headquarters, located at 1 Sportsman’s Lane off U.S. 60 
in Erankfort. 


who traveled from all over the upper South in the 
decades following World War II to fish the legendary 
runs. The fishery bottomed out in the 1990s and early 
2000s, but the white bass are beginning to shade into 
the status they had back in the day. The lake contains 
many white bass in the 12- to 14-inch range with some 
trophy fish over 15 inches possible. 

Anglers have excellent access to over a mile of the 
Dix River in Rankin Bottoms just above Herrington 
Lake via the Dix River VPA, located at the end of 
Rankin Bottoms Road off KY 52 in Boyle County. 
Rankin Bottoms was once ground zero for spring white 
bass fishing during the glory days. This stretch is once 
again a highly productive spot to catch numbers of fat 
white bass. 

Get out this spring and enjoy the fast and furious 
nature of white bass fishing. When white bass are run¬ 
ning, no other fishing offers as much action and excite¬ 
ment, perfect for hooking a youngster into a lifetime of 
fishing.

In-State Student Tuition 
Rising 3 Percent At UK

University of Ken¬ 
tucky students from 
the Biuegrass State wiii 
pay 3 percent more for 
tuition and fees this fail, 
an increase that brings 
tuition to $10,780 a year 
for first-year students. 

The UK Board of 
Trustees approved the 
change unanimously and 
without discussion. 

Housing and dining 
costs also are on the 
rise. Housing costs will 
increase 3 percent and 
dining costs will jump 3.2 
percent. 

Students from other 
states will continue to 
pay an ever-growing por¬ 
tion of UK’s bills: an esti¬ 
mated 37 percent of the 
student body this fall, 
out-of-state students will 
pay 6 percent more for 
tuition and fees. 

The Council on Post¬ 
secondary Education 
requires out-of-state 
tuition to be twice as 
much as that for Ken¬ 
tucky residents. 

UK officials have said 
state budget cuts have 
forced them to become 
more reliant on the high¬ 
er tuition that those stu¬ 
dents pay. In all, cuts in 
state aid have totaled $55 
million since 2008. 

The tuition increase 
was no surprise. Last 
year, the Council on Post¬ 
secondary Education set 
a cap on tuition increas¬ 
es of 8 percentage points 
over two years; most 
state schools, including 
UK, raised tuition 5 per¬ 
cent last year. 

UK charges slight¬ 


ly more to junior and 
senior undergradu¬ 
ates than freshman and 
sophomores, making the 
average tuition hill for 
all in-state undergradu¬ 
ates $10,936 in the fall, an 
85 percent increase since 
2005. 

Student fees will 
include a $36 hike to help 
pay for upgrades at the 
Johnson Wellness Center 
and a $175 million reno¬ 
vation of the student 
center. That increase was 
included in the 3 percent 
total, so it did not have 
to get approval from the 
UK Student Government 
Association, officials 
said. 

Eastern Kentucky 
University students last 
week voted to approve a 
$300 fee for new wellness 
and dining facilities. 

UK officials touted 
this year’s increase 
as one of the lowest in 
recent years. Tuition has 
increased an average of 
4.25 percent during each 
of the past four years, 
well below the more than 
10 percent average annu¬ 
al increase from 2005 to 
2008, according to the 
university. 

UK had its largest-ever 
freshman class this past 
fall, with 5,185 students, 
and officials said they 
expected more than 5,200 
freshmen to attend in the 
fall. 

The yearly total “cost 
of attendance,” which 
includes tuition, hous¬ 
ing, dining and all living 
expenses, will be $26,700 
next fall for Kentucky 
undergraduates and 
$40,000 for students from 
other states.

Shingles Can Recur, Even Decades 
Later 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am in my 60s. 
About 40 years ago, I had a case of 
shingles. Can shingles reoccur, or hav¬ 
ing once had it am I protected from hav¬ 
ing it again? Fve been given conflicting 
information about whether I need to be 
vaccinated. -- M.E 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I heard a report 
from a recent study that said a per¬ 
son who has shingles early in life is 
more likely to suffer a stroke. Would you 
please explain why? - A.L.R. 

ANSWER: Shingles is a disease 
caused by the reactivation of varicella 
zoster virus, the virus for chickenpox, 
which lays dormant in the body for years 
or even decades. Shingles itself is pain¬ 
ful, but the most feared complication has 
been post-herpetic neuralgia, which can 
be horrifically painful and can last for 
months, especially in older people. 

In January 2014, researchers in the 
UK found an increased risk of stroke 
and other vascular disease, including 
heart attack, in people who’d had shin¬ 
gles before the age of 40. The study could 
not answer why, but previous research 
has shown that blood vessels in the brain 
can be affected by the virus that causes 
shingles. There may be a role for the 
antibodies produced by the body as well. 

It is clear that people with shingles at 
an early age should be even more careful 
about other risk factors for stroke, espe¬ 
cially smoking, blood pressure and cho¬ 
lesterol. A previous history of shingles 
does not guarantee against further epi¬ 
sodes, so the vaccine is recommended at 
age 60 with or without a history of shin¬ 
gles in the past. The recommendation 
for shingles vaccine may change: The 
vaccine has a Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration indication for ages 50-59, but is 
not recommended by the Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. 

Shingles questions are among the 


most frequently asked. The booklet 
on the shingles virus answers many 
of them.

DEAR DR. ROACH: My great-niece 
is 9 years old. She saw her doctor for a 
bad complexion, and was told that she is 
stage 3 for puberty What does this mean, 
and how many stages are there? - EN. 

ANSWER: Puberty is a process, not 
an event. It goes on normally for sev¬ 
eral years. There are five stages of 
puberty, usually called Tanner stages. 
There are specific criteria for develop¬ 
ment that correspond to each stage. 
Nine years old is on the younger side 
for Tanner stage 3, but puberty starts 
at different times for different people, 
with significant differences that run 
in families and by ethnic background. 

Your great-niece’s complexion issue 
probably relates to high levels of adre¬ 
nal hormones, which start increasing 
even before puberty. Very high levels 
early in puberty should raise concern 
for a condition called congenital adre¬ 
nal hyperplasia, although most cases 
of acne in early puberty are quite 
normal. If the gynecologist is worried, 
some simple blood and urine tests can 
tell you more.
